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A medicine pack comprising a plurality of blister units in 
an outer package each blister unit having a protective case, 
the outer package consisting of a plurality of parts, e.g. a 
box and a lid. The whole package may be wrapped in a 
transparent film and/or may comprise a leaflet. 
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A medicine pack comprising a plurality of blister units in 
an outer package each blister unit having a protective case, 
wherein the outer package has, in the inside, means for 
retention of the pack content. 
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A medicine pack comprising a plurality of blister units in 
an outer package each blister unit having a protective case 
wherein the blister units are foldably and detachably 
connected to each other.
